Nixon, and there were many of 
these, could not feel any sym- 
pathy for him, and what respect 
there had been was dissipated by 
his performance. 

But those who enjoyed it most 
and who savored every word 
were the die-hard friends of the 
late Sen. Robert Taft. It was they 
who joined ‘most strongly in the 
move to renominate Mr. Nixon. 
Indeed, they began more than a 
year ago. 


Dilemma 

The strong belief persists that 
in 1955 the Eisenhower forces 
themselves had some doubts 
about the political wisdom of re- 
taining him. But, while they hesi- 
tated the others pressed on. When 
the President had his heart at- 
tack there was a sudden move by 
these same men to have some of 
the presidential powers delegated 
to the vice president.. For about 
three days there was a lively 
story going in the papers and on 
the air. It then wes quickly ended 
by the forthright moves of Sher- 
man Adams’ who hurried back 
from a vacation to take charge. 

It slowly developed that the 
Republicans didn’t really have 
‘anyone else. They talk very much 
of a young party, but there are 
none in its management save 
Nixon, and none of the younger 
governors or senators have come 
forward as have so many in the 
Democratic party.

Richard Nixon was always 
closer to them. He likely is so 
today. Certainly before the Eisen- 
hower victory he did not at all 
espouse the political philosophy 
which he now supports as the 
President’s team-mate. If he has 
a philosophical approach to poli- 
tics he has never revealed it 
save in his endorsement of the 
Eisenhower program. He cut his 
political cloth to the Ike pattern. 
But, what he would do if the 
President became incapacitated, 
or what he will be in 1960, none 
can tell. He is a professional, 
with all the pragmatic calcula- 
tions necessary to the job of man- 
aging politics professionally. 


Support 

The professionals verbally sup- 
port the President, who really be- 
lieves in his dreams for the 
party, because so far it has 
proved a winning philosophy. But, 
it will be well to be reminded 
once again that many of those 
who appeared on the platform at 
San Francisco to speak his name 
with such lyric praise were the 
same men who had blocked his 
legislation and his attempts to re- 
make the Republican party.

' jn the South is that of Georgia. The dele-

gation at San Francisco for the first time 
did not engage in factional fighting and 
devoted itself to constructive work. The 
old factionalism—which merely amount- 
ed to a contest over patronage—has been 
submerged. 

Georgia’s present Republican leader- 
ship quietly is laying the foundations for 
a contest for voter allegiance. It is aware 
this will succeed only if it offers a pro- 
gram which makes a contest possible. 

The one-party system in the South 
grew up from political necessity. It be- 
gan in the last century because of hos- 
tility first to Northern manufacturers on 
tariff laws. Then followed the conflict 
over slavery and state’s rights and the 
hatred engendered by reconstruction. 
Lastly were the legislative discriminations 
blamed on the GOP. 

Although there have always been po- 
litical divisions, the people of the region 
became habitual Democrats because that 
gave them more power in Congress. to 
protect their regional interests. In re- 
cent years, however, these regional in- 
terests have begun to merge with national 
interests. Industrialization has created 
new problems and new ways of thinking. 

While it will not be accomplished 
overnight, the GOP can become a. potent 
factor in Southern politics if it makes 
the effort. It must have a program and 
it must contest the elections. 

We welcome recognition by the Re- 
publican Party that the South is a fertile 
political field, ready to be cultivated. It 
can become a truly national party if it 
makes the effort needed to build organi- 
zations which can command respect of 
Southern voters and candidates of the 
same type. It has made a good beginning.

Colombia’s Troubles 
Seem Extremely Serious 


The United States may be treated to 
the upsetting sight of another Latin- 
American upheaval during the midst of 
its presidential campaign. 

Experts report that Colombia is on 
the verge of revolt after three years 
under Lt. Gen. Gustavo Rojas Pinilla, a 
man who assumed power as a moderate 
and a conciliator but became one of the 
strongest of the dictators. 

One by one Rojas Pinilla has demol- 
ished Colombia’s democratic institutions, 
including a free press. The supreme court 
has been packed, secret police trail sus- 
pected enemies of the regime, the church 
has been antagonized and many of the 
president’s old army friends have been 
alienated. 

Economic conditions have taken a turn 
for the worse. Inflation is bad, and the 
government’s failure to end guerrilla war- 
fare in provinces between opposing po- 
litical factions has not helped the situ- 
ation. 

Two significant events recently over- 
came Rojas Pinilla’s censorship. One was 
the terrible explosion in Cali that killed 
more than 1,000, half of them military 
police. The other is a stream of pam- 
phlets circulated by an underground 
within the country, and freely outside, 
calling for Rojas Pinilla’s downfall. 

The question of revolt now seems to 


be “when” and not “if.” 


Another government by the military 
surely will follow. But this time the 
junta may accomplish what Rojas Pinilla 
did not; oversee a transition to the old 


and time-honored Colombian form of 
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representative government. 
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Another New Echota

Regardless of the solution of the Suez 
crisis, it is another milestone in the de- 


cline of Western influence in Asia and” 


Africa. 


The fact that Egypt seized the canal 
and there was no military retaliation, 
shows to what lengths former colonial 
powers can go with no fear of the con- 
sequences. Egypt’s move was backed by 
India and Russia as well as the group of 
Arab states. It is logical to assume that 
this potent bloc will line up behind any 
of its members that may want to flex its 
muscles and nationalize foreign property 
within its borders such as oil wells and 
pipelines. 

Control of the canal by anything but 
a truly international body means its in- 
efficient operation and its subjection to 
political influence. 

This foreshadows a return to the pro- 
Suez trade route to the East, around the 
Cape of Good Hope, and a higher price 
in Europe for oil and other Eastern com- 
modities. 

The fall of Suez, for that is what it 
was, is the signal for even more retreats 
by Western powers in the East.

One-fourth of Citizens 
Decide Georgia Elections 


The Metropolitan Voting Council con- 
tinues its efforts to stir up voter interest 
in Fulton and DeKalb County political 
races. It finds a shocking lack of interest 
on the part of citizens in both issues and 
candidates. 


Elsewhere over Georgia the same Sit- 
uation is reported, indicating that the 
primary vote in September will be even 
lighter than usual. 


There is no need to point again to 
the fact that citizens get the type of 
officials they vote for. But in many cases 
they also get the type they don’t vote for 
because they have failed to go to the 
polls. 


Literaily thousands of Fulton and De- 
Kalb voters will stay at home on election 
day. Many of them don’t even know the 
names of the candidates nor what they 
stand for. They don’t even seem to care. 


Civic-minded citizens, civic clubs and 
similar groups have an opportunity in 
the next few days to do some spadework 
among their members and among the 
citizenry to arouse interest in the election. 
Candidates should be called on to appear 
before these groups to debate the issues. 
Voters should try to understand the latter 
and vote their convictions. 


If the past is any gauge, not more 
than a fourth of the state’s civilian popu- 
lation of voting age will bother to vote 
either in the September primary or the 
November general election. While 31 per 
cent voted in 1952, only 17 per cent 
bothered to express a choice in 1948. 


Some of the newer democracies put us 
to shame in voting. In the recent Austrian 
election, for instance, 96 per cent of eligi- 
ble voters cast ballots. 

Surely more than a fourth of Atlan- 
tans and Georgians are interested in 
who’s running their government but that’s 
what the figures show. 

.Let’s make a better record this year, 
remembering that one vote has changed 
the course of history many times in our 
past.

In Aviation Week 

Members of the 84th Congress departing from the capital to 
feather their individual political nests in the hinterland left behind a 
sorry, shameful record on the vital issue of aviation safety. Congress 
came close to establishing a new Capitol Hill record for the amount 
of time required by aviation industry executives and government avia- 
tion officials in testifying before a wide variety of Senate and House 
committees concerned with the perplexing problems facing aviation and 


its federal regulators. 
On the military issues, the sec- 
ond session of the 84th Congress 


- vigorously fought for stronger air- 


power and a faster pace in re- 
search and development for aerial 
weapon systems to insure contin- 
ued qualitative superiority. 

In facing the issues of civil avi- 
ation, particularly that of im- 
proved safety, the record of Con- 
gress was uniformly negative. 
Even after the tragic collision of 
a United Air Lines DC-7 and a 
Trans World Airlines Super Con- 
stellation over the Grand Canyon 
that cost 128 lives, Congress dis- 
played a callous attitude toward 
approving any effective steps for 
better air safety. 

In one of its parting gestures 
before leaving Washington, the 
House-Senate conference cut 23

The long stretch of years in- 
volved in this perspective is im- 
portant because it explains much 
that has happened in the past, 
much that is at stake in the pres- 
ent, much that may be decisive in 
the future. 

Theodore Roosevelt’s progressive 
second term was followed by’ four 
years of time-marking under Taft. 

Then came the two terms of 
Woodr6w, Wilson, the eight years of 
complacency under Harding and 
Coolidge, the four bitter years of 
depression under Hoover, the 20 
uninterrupted years of Democratic 
control in Washington under Frank- 
lin Roosevelt and Harry Truman. 


Not until 1952 did the Republi- 
cans return to power. And now, at 
the end of just two years short of 
a half century, they have again 
renominated a President under 
whose leadership they have moved 
forward instead of standing still 
and looking with nostalgia toward 
a once familiar past. 


Over this long span of time the 
Republican Party (except for the 
few depression years) has either 
coasted along on the comfort of 
good times, with no apparently 
compelling need to lead the coun- 
try forward to new goals, or else it 
has fretted itself into a state of 
baffled resentment with its fate 


the party is still there today. But 
the significant fact about President 
Eisenhower’s nomination in 1952 
was that it marked at least tem- 
porarily the ascendancy of the lib- | 
eral wing of the Republican Party 
and a clear recognition by the 
leaders of that wing that times 
had changed remarkably since the 
easy days of let-well-enough-alone; 
that in its domestic policies the 
party could no longer afford to 
drift along in the backwash of stag- 
nation. 

Eisenhower's first term in office 
has held these new directives 
steadily in view. The President has 
not been able to lead his whole 
party with him.

Tennis? Very definitely the vote 
here goes to one Maurice E. McLaugh- 
lin who streaked out of California 
around 1912. True, better players fol- 
lowed him, but the Redheaded Comet, 
as he was called, gave the sport a popu- 
lar lift such as it never received from 
any other individual, before or since. 

Overnight his dynamic, explo- 
sive play carried the game, so to 
speak, out of the ‘“‘sissy class.’’ Kids 
from the sidewalks of New York, 
who up to then wanted no part of 
that ‘‘forty-love’’ business, were 
dashing for Central Park and swing- 
ing tennis racquets like shillalahs. 

Golf? What McLaughlin did for ten- 
nis, Francis Ouimet repeated in golf. 
Not that golf ever was known as a 

Francis Ouimet “sissy game.’ However, it was regard- 
ed as the sport of the leisure class. To play you had to have time 
and money and plenty of both. If you had neither, you never even 
gave it a thought.

But when this young stripling, freshly graduated from the cad- 
die class, conquered those two great British players, Harry Vardon 
and Ted Ray, in the memorable play-off in the 1913 National Open, 
the entire nation suddenly became golf conscious. Folks who up to 
then thought a niblick was a carpenter's tool started tearing up 
divots all over the land. 

Track and field? Paavo Nurmi, without a doubt, rates the nod 
here. No invading athlete ever captured the fancy of a nation as did 
the Phantom Finn when he came here in the golden Twenties to 
dash off his electrifying mile races. Nurmi also revolutionized the 
entire theory of middle-distance running, and by exploiting the 
‘four even quarters,’’ he laid the ground work for those four-minute 
miles you now see dropping out of the sky like apples in autumn. 

Horse racing? This one simply has to be Man o’ War, the 
‘horse of the century,” in 1920. Big Red, as he was known, lost 
only one race, and they haven’t figured out yet how that hap- 
pened. 

Football? This is a tough one, for the candidates are many. 
Here is a sport that from its beginning never needed any ‘‘lifting’’ 
to captivate the fancy of the nation’s youth. Youngsters took to the 
rough and tumble game like jumping into the old swimming hole, 
and its popularity never has waned. 

Rather than risk a floor fight we'll split the vote between Jim 
Thorpe, the famous Carlisle Indian, and Red Grange, the Gallop- 
ing Ghost of Illinois. They certainly cracked headlines as well as 
opposing lines with equal facility and kept folks talking football in 
and out of season. You could give the vote to one or the other, but 
it would take a Sam Rayburn to distinguish the ayes from the noes. 


—‘Tarzan’ Made Swimming’s Big Splash 


Swimming? This one must go to Johnny Weissmuller, who later 
became a very fine Tarzan for the movies. But it was the times he 
made as he churned through the water that had folks aqua-con- 
scious for more than a decade. There is no way of calculating the 
gallons of water people gulped while trying to copy his six-beat 
crawl. 

Basketball? This one we'll have to flunk. We saw this game 
played in its infancy and when the pros, such as Garry Schmelk 
and Elmer Ripley, first played it. They were a sturdy lot, of 
average build, and they played a hard and exciting game. A 
cracked rib or head was a normal hazard. Today, however, the 
game is played by blokes who seem to be moving on stilts. 
Whatever they are doing is far over the head of this observer. 

Baseball? Here’s more trouble, for this observer’s nose is en- 
tirely too close to the picture. It could be Christy Matthewson. Or 
it could be John McGraw, who led the 1902 Giants out of last place 
and for the next 30 years made them one of the great powers of 
the National League. (And could those Giants use a McGraw today.) 

It also could be Ty Cobb. Garry Schumacher of the present-day 
Giants tells us that if we live long enough, it still could be Willie

“The news came as a shock,’’ he said, “especially since 
the coaching proposition had been given to me.’’ 

He quoted Weiss as saying, “Since the Yanks were in 
need of outfield help they would have to release him. This 
way you could dicker for your radio and TV job.” 

He said Weiss told him he would be paid in full for the 
season. Rizzuto’s salary was not disclosed.

STOVER, Mo., Aug. 26 (®# — A 
dynamite explosion ripped a 
jagged hole in one wall of a par- 
tially completed high school build- 
ing here last night, and police 
think there is a_ connection 
tween the blast and a similar in- 
cident two weeks ago. 

Sheriff Cornie Wood said today 
that a charge of one to three 
sticks of dynamite caused be- 
tween $800 and $1,000 dollars dam- 
age to the concrete block and 
brick structure. 

“We think there's a definite con- 
nection between this explosion and 
one at Golden City a couple of 
weeks ago,”’ said Wood. “But 
don't know why it was done.” 

Wood said whoever placed the 
charge in the building knew little 


or nothing about construction work | 


or handling explosives. If the dy-| 
namite had been handled proper- 
ly, he said, the charge probably 
would have demolished the build-| 
ing. 

Early on the morning of Aug. 12, 
a dynamite explosion crumbled 
two walls of a partially completed 
high school at Golden City, about 
75 miles southwest of this south- 
central Missouri village. 

As in last night's case there was 
no apparent reason for the dyna- 
miting, although Golden City Mar- 
shal Craydon Lyons said at the 
time, “I’m sure it was sabotage.’’ 

Lyons said today that he had 
not made any progress in his in- 
vestigation of the explosion. 

There apparently is no connec- 
tion between the two jobs, which 
are being handled by different 
construction firms.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 26 (#—The Federal Trade Commission 
tonight accused the Fruehauf Trailer Co. of Detroit, the world’s 
largest maker of truck-trailers, of violating the antimerger law by 
acquiring five competitors or a in the past nine years. 


Fruehauf also was charged wi 
wielding a ‘“‘potential monopoly} 
power to frustrate the growth or| 
survival of its small competitors’’ 
by 
credit deals which rival manufac- 
turers could not match. 

The antimerger count of the 
two-count complaint said Fruehalf 
had increased its dominance in 
the industry by mergers that are 
a threat to competition and ac- 
cordingly violate the Clayton Anti- 
trust Act. 

Fruehauf’s own share of a mar- 
ket in which there are about 100 
manufacturers is 37 per cent, the 
FTC said, but with the acquired 
companies it accounts for more 
than 48 per cent.

Policy Held 
Backfiring 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 26 ® — 
Rep. Patman (D-Tex), vice chair- 
man of the Senate-House Econom- 
ic Committee, said tonight the Ei- 
senhower administration's ‘“‘hard 
money” efforts to curb inflation 
are backfiring and doing more 
harm than good. 

Predicting that living costs will 
climb above their present record 
levels, Patman said a congression- 
al investigation to determine 
whether inflation 1s getting out of 
hand would be “well worth’’ the 
effort. But he stopped short of de- 
manding such an inquiry. 


CAMPAIGN FODDER 


Patman put out a_ statement 
which is certain to be echoed by 
fellow Democrats during the ap- 
proaching campaign. 

He took particular aim at the 
Federal Reserve Board's order of 
last week boosting discount rates 
—the charge for reserve bank 
loans to member banks. The board 
acted in an effort to put a damper 
on spiraling costs, using the same 
device it had called into play five 
times since early 1955. 

“One wonders,”’ Patman said, 
how long it will take for the hard 
money enthusiasts to recognize 
that their remedy is not proving 
to be a curative but an irritant 
instead.”’

Noting the rise, Patman said,

Now and then I’m crazy about this 
which we live. 


capitalistic society in 
I'll tell you why: Snaps. 

This is the season when mothers of school children go quietly 
mad trying to do all the things that maybe could have been done 
two months ago but weren't. Shots and dentist’s appointments, 
trips to see if she really needs glasses or is blind by preference 
to things right under her nose. Name tags in clothes for those 
who go away and shoes for all. 

And even if you're no Schiaparelli, if you can run a sewing 
machine at all, the time comes when you've got to sew some- 
thing—if not everything. 

So the other night I was burning the midnight oil, drinking 
coffee and pushing to finish a dress . » . so I could get up early 
and start on a petticoat. Came the time to attach the detachable 
collar and cuffs to the dark dress and I looked around for the 
snaps. 


Now a snap is a very small thing, shiny metal, neatly wrought 
and very efficient. As I sewed them on I marveled at their 
minute cunning. I couldn’t make a snap if my life depended 
on it and I know dozens of brilliant, gifted people who couldn't 
make a snap either. And yet here at my hand on a bright little 
bit of cardboard were 12 snaps, which cost me 5 cents. 


I wonder if Russian mothers, pushing to get their young’uns 
ready for school, can buy a card of snaps for a nickel? I very 
much doubt it. 

I don’t know how much it costs to manufacture snaps or 
how much the people who make them are paid. I hope it’s 
plenty, because the sight of those little metal discs gleaming 
under the sewing machine’s baby light started me to thinking 
of all the small, still inexpensive conveniences that we take 
for granted. And it was a cheering thing for a weary, all- 
thumbs modiste to contemplate in the middle of the night. 


Thread at 5 and 10 cents a spool is more than it used to 
be, but still cheap when you think of all the kinds you can get 
and all the colors it comes in. Pins and needles and paper 
clips . . . bobby pins and thumb tacks .. . tape measures and 
bias binding . .
